A GLEUOYJIAN's OPINION. 

A meeting of the shareholders of tho 
Cit/ of Glasgow Sank was held on 
Tuesday, Oct. 22, Mr. Eobert Craig 
in tho chair. Amongst those present 
were six ladie.s. 

The report diaelosed the fact that so 
far back .as Juno, 1873, there was an 
actual deficit of ^£973,000, to cover 
\^Iuch fictitious entries had been -rin- 
serted, a dividend of ten per cent de- 
clared, and new stock issued. From 
1873 this sum of ^£973,000 had been 
annually deducted. There were other 
losses producing a deficit of £-1, '250,000 
which had been carried forward on tho 
balance-sheet as good debta In Juno, 
1878, a false report had been issued 
professing to show a whole capital of 
i; 1,000,000, with a reserve of .£450,- 
000 oil hand. A dividend of 12 jicr 
cent, had then been also declared. At 
tlio present time capital and reserve had 
vanished, and instead there was a de- 
ficiency of ^5, 190,000. 

The investigators, under existing cir- 
cum.stances, declined to stato on whom 
their Kusjiicions rested.

At Lightwood, near Sliellleld, an un- 
baptised infant was taken ill. The 
vicar was confined to his liou.so by a 
cold, and could not jierform tho cere- 
mony of baptism, and tho curate could 
not be found. The child died the next 
morning, and the curate promi.sed to 
road over it a psalm and the Lord's 
Prayer. On the next day the body 
was lowered into the grave by the sex- 
ton, and the curate refused to read any 
service, The father said his child had 
been buried like a dog, 

A shocking affair has occurred at 
Denbigh, Tlie wife of a labonr left 
the house, locking in alone an infant 
about four months old, which was lying 
on a litthi bed. In tli(> house was kopt 
a ferret in a box, and by some means it 
got loose and attacked tho child. The 
screams of tho poor little thing did not 
attract the notice of the mother or the 
neighbors with whom she was convers- 
ing, but on tin; former entering the 
house she was horrilied to discover the 
ferret in the cradle gnawing away at 
the child's face. The animal had eaten 
away one ear, one cheek completely, an- 
other partially, as well as the nose en- 
tirely. The agony of the babe was aw- 
ful to witness, and Dr. Griflitli Roberts 
dressed the wounds, but the child ex- 
pired in about an hour. 

It is really humiliating, remarks the 
Glasgow A'cios, to think that in this 
ago of enlightenment and education no- 
thing is so easy to excite as a ghost 
scare. Hundreds of gajiing fools may 
jO seen daily in Sussex street, Kinniiig 
Park, straining their e^-es to catch sight 
of something which their common sense 
should tell them cannot exist. Bccauso 
some noises have been heard, or are 
said to have been hoard, in an empty 
tenement, these idiots have jumped to 
the conclusion that the place is garri- 
soned by malevolent ghosts ; and there 
they stand, hour after hour, staring with 
the vacancy that we suppose comes na- 
tural to them nt the windows of the 
haunted house. It is hardly possible 
to think or speak of the matter with 
any degree of patience. 

A shocking crime has been committ- 
ed by tv.-o young Frenchmen named 
Perrett, tho sons of a gravedigger at 
Pero la Chai.se. They took the train 
for Auxerre (Yonne) in tho guise of 
butchers, murdered their grandfather 
and grandmother with their knives, 
plundered the house and returned to 
Pari.s. The elder, aged nineteen years, 
was arrostetl v.diile assisting his father; 
the other, who is a year younger, has 
not been apprehended.

Then will follow tho long 
railway ride through bleak New Bruns- 
wick, with tho nor'-easter cheerily 
blowing in from tho Gulf of St. Law- 
rence, and they will jirrivo in Quebec 
just in time for the first fail of snow." 

Afail/'air makes certain statements 
which explain why the telegrams from 
India six da}'s out of tho week are so 
meagre, and why on the Monday 
morning they are so profuse in the 
2'imes. "Each word tolegraplied from 
India costs 4s Gd." 

Tho death of Mr. Whalley is much 
regretted. With all his eccentricities, 
he was popular in the House. The 
London correspondent of the Liver- 
pool Courier writes;— "Mr. Whalloy 
was honest. Of his sincerity there 
can be no doubt. Ho was a well-in- 
formed man, and on many dry subjects 
of minor higislation an excellent de- 
bater." 

The proprietors of the Wesley Col- 
lege, SlielHeld, have resolved, by a 
majority of thirty-six, to continue tho 
use of the liturgy of the Church of 
England in their services. 

Mr. George Potter, of the Loudon 
School Board, will again solicit the suf- 
frages of the electors of Peterborough 
as an advanced Liberal and representa- 
tive of the interests of labor. 

IMajor I\Ialaii, writing to the Dail;/ 
Aeios with the authority of military 
experience in South Africa, does not 
hesitate to charge tlie Cape Govern- 
ment with tho whole responsibility of 
tho late war. He protests against tho 
treatment of the Kaffirs and other na- 
tive tribes of South Africa. 

The Liverpool Courier^s London cor- 
respondent writes on the Gth inst 
"The state of allairs is very critical. 
There is deep suspicion of Russia in 
high official quarters. I believe wo 
may hear before long of formidable 
preparations against any 'surprise 011 
on tho part of his "peace-loving'' 
ilajesty in St. Petersburg. 

The Duke of Norfolk, in his 
zeal for his faith, will not ac- 
cept any Protestant farmer as 
a tenant, and ho has gono so far as 
to erect a wall to shut from the parish 
church the chancel in which his ances- 
tors lie. His Grace claims this power be- 
cause he is a lay rector. The vicar of 
tho parish has, however, knocked a 
hole in the .wall in order < to get light. 
It is said that tho question may come 
before the law courts. 

At a large meeting, presided over by 
the Bishop of Sodor and lilan, and at- 
tended by most of the leading citizens 
of Sheffield, it has just been resolved to 
form a sort of association or league for 
the purpose of discouraging as much as 
possible the idle pomp, and worse than 
idlo extravagance with which funerals 
aro at present conducted, and of intro- 
ducing a simple, plainer, and, we may 
add, a more decorous practice. 

Tho Royal Assent to tho Bill passed 
by tho Natal Legislature legalizing 
marriage with a deceased wife's sister, 
was refused on the grbiiind of the small- 
ne.ss of tho majority by Sir M. Hicks- 
Beach, who expre.sfsed his view that 
the .subject should be left open for a 
further expression of opinion on the 
[lart of the Colony. The Bill has there- 
fore been reintroduced, and the divi- 
sion lists show' that on the tKirdN read- 
ing twenty-five out of a total of twcnty- 
snven members voted — eighteen for the 
Bill and seven against.

Her music 
or drawing les.sons, her French, German 
and dancing, aro apparently of more 
importance than such useful work as 
mending or darning. If a young lady 
has what, in these days, is the rare 
.skill of compelling her needle to assist 
her in carrying out all the requisitions 
which will enable her 'Avith scant ma- 
terials to keep herself neatly and 
genteelly clad; if she can turn, remodel,
